POTENTIAL  IMPACT  ON  PHYSICAL  ENVIRONMENT 


5.  Aesthetics  - The  stockpiling  of  trees  and  wood  wastes  will  alter  the 
aesthetics  of  this  site.  These  materials  will  likely  be  stored  for  extend- 
ed periods  prior  to  burning. 

6.  Air  Quality  - The  burning  of  wood  wastes  will  impact  the  area's  air 
quality.  If  these  wood  materials  are  allowed  to  thoroughly  dry  and  if  the 
burning  is  conducted  during  ideal  weather  conditions,  this  impact  will  be 
minimized . 

8 . Demands  on  Environmental  Resources  of  Land,  Water,  Air  and  Energy. 

This  landfill  will  adversely  affect  the  future  mining  of  gravel  deposits 
found  within  this  site.  However,  the  extent  of  these  gravel  deposits  and 
their  size  in  relationship  to  the  area's  total  mineable  gravel  reserves  is 
not  known. 

POTENTIAL  IMPACTS  ON  HUMAN  ENVIRONMENT 


5.  Human  Health  Burning  wood  wastes  will  produce  air  emissions  which  in 
heavy  concentrations  can  be  harmful  to  the  health  of  the  general  public. 
Individuals  with  chronic  respiratory  problems  would  be  adversely  impacted 
to  a greater  extent. 

10.  Demands  for  Governmental  Services  - Governmental  services  will  be 
required  on  the  local  and  state  levels  for  inspectional  and  administrative 
services  associated  with  the  issuance  of  a solid  waste  management  system 
license  to  this  landfill. 

14.  Transportation  Networks  and  Traffic  Flows  - Public  access  to  the  site 
will  be  controlled.  The  license  applicant  indicates  the  site  will  only  be 
used  occasionally  by  city's  public  works  department  for  brush  and  tree 
trimmings  collected  in  town.  Therefore  very  little  increase  in  traffic 
flow  to  the  site  is  expected.
